alfairs has been so firm and intelligent as tu 
justify the belief that a Secretary of the In- 
terior had been. found who was both 
competent and willing to deal with the In- 
dian question in a spirit of enlightened 
statesmanship. In eonversation with Tue 
TrisuNk correspondent, Secretary § Kirk- 
wood touched upon one or two matters of 
Indian administration which have closely 
engaged the attention of thoughtful students 
of the subject for a number of years. Speak- 
ing of 

THE ISSUE OF GOVERNMENT SUPPLIES 
to Indians, the Secretary said: “When I 
was at Fort Reno, aceuple of years ago, | 
saw 6,000 Indians doing noting except play, 
loaf, and eat rations issued by the Govern- 
ment: They were clad, after a fashion, 
in blankets and leggings, also issued 
by the Government. They were being 
pauperized as rapidly as _ practicable. 
i doubt whether the same number of white 
. people wo not soon become worthless 
paupers if subjected to the same conditions.”’ 

“ WHAT REMEDY 
would you apply?” 

“Well, it is pretty difficult to say. I have 
thongeht it would be a good plan for the 
Government to give atribe a sinall herd of 
cattle to take care of until the herd had be- 
come large erlough so that the natural in- 
crease would be sufficient to provide them 
with a supply of meat, besides a surphuis to 
sell adquate to supply their other necessi- 
ties. In the meantime the Government 
should provide for the Indians, When 
the herd had become large enough I think 
I would turn it over to the Indians and 
say to them: *‘ You now have a means of 
self-support, provided you take proper care 


ofit. The inerease of your stock will fur- 
nish all the meat you need, and leave a sur- 
plus which you can sell to buy whatever 
else you need.

NEARING THE END. 
MILITARY REVIEW. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Yorktown, Va., Oct. 20.—The crowning 
event of National centennial rejoicing was 
the military reviews which took place on 
Temple Farm this morning. At 10 o’clock 
the lines were formed, the regulars having 
the post of honor on the right, and the 
veterans from the Soldiers’ Home at Hamp- 
ton, Va., following, and, after these, the 
militiamen. The largest number of troops 
witnessed since the War wasin line. The 
scene of this display was the Temple Farm, 
a spot made historic by the surrender of 
Cornwallis, a fitting place for the only 
feature of the centennial which does 
some credit to the Nation and those having 
the arrangements of the affair incharge. A 
stand erected by the Government in front of 
the grand pavilion accommodated President | 
Arthur, Secretary Blaine, and other mem- 
bers of the President’s Cabinet, Gen. Sher- 
inan and staff, the French, German, and other 
distinguished foreign visitors. 

THE SPECTATORS 

probably numbered 10,000, ‘vhe town and 
road leading thereto was crowded with ve- 
hicles and passengers. Gov. Holliday, of 
Virginia, and staff witnessed the scene from 
a reviewing stand attached to the pavilion. 
The troops marched well, and were com- 
plimented by Gen. Sherman and other 
army officers who witnessed the pageant. 
The movements of the Pennsylvania troops 
called forth loud and prolonged cheering 
from the crowd in the pavilion and along the 
line. Their line was preserved better and 
their action more soldierly, probably, than 
any command in the line. Not a man fal- 
tered nor hesitated in the whole brigade. 
Gen. Sherman and many of those who sat 
around him in the stand complimented these 
troops. The Ninth Massachusetts and the 
First Corps of Massachusetts Cadets also at- 
tracted considerable attention. ‘Their march- 
ing was particularly good, and received 
notice atthe hands of the regular officers 
present. The position of the Massachusetts 
Cadets in the line was immediately behind 
the brigade of Virginians commanded by 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, a nephew of the late 
Commander-in-Chief of the Confederate 
army. The soldierly bearing and the superb 


horsemanship of 
GEN. LEE 


attracted attention. As he came in sight of 
the crowd on the grand stand he was loudly 
cheered. He recognized the compliment by 
raising his hat. Gen. Lee and Gen. Han- 
cock, who commanded the whole corps, were 
classmates at West Point, and are warm 
personal friends. They  breakfasted 
together this morning on board 
the steamer §8t. Johns, where Gen. 
Hancock has his headquarters. AfterAhbe 
conclusion of the review Gen. Fitz Lee, the 
French and German visitors, and other dis- 
sea ag visitors accepted an invitation 
rom Gen. Hancock to dine with him at the 
same place. In referring to the military re- 
view, Gen. Hancock took occasion to ecom- 
pliment the commander of the Virginia brig- 
ade upon his horsemanship and soldierly 
bearing. 

AMONG OTHER EX-SOUTHERN SOLDIERS 
present on this occasion were Gen. Wade 
Hampton, of South Carolina, and Gen. Gor- 
don, of Georgia, both of whom are 
well acquainted with Gen. Hancock 
and warm personal admirers of 
him. Gen. Sherman and staff were also 
present. This is the first occasion on which 
these men have met who took such con- 
spicuous parts in the Civil Warsince the 
close of the struggle. The meeting was a 
very pleasant one, and those who sixteen 
years ago were leading columns of contend- 
ing troops against each other chatted on the 
events of the Centennial with perfect ease. 
This reunion of these old mijitary ehieftains 
was one of the most pleasant features of this 
anniversary to those who have participated 
in it, 

A SUCCESS. 
To the Western Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 0.—The military 
review was successfully carried out. All 


‘the organizations presented a fine appearance 


and marched well. The route was about four 
miles over broad fields. One hour and twen- 
ty minutes were consumed in passing a given 
point. When the procession reached the 
grand stand Gen. Hancock and staff rode at 
the head, but then fell out of line, and with 
President Arthur, his Cabinet, foreign guests, 
and other dignitaries reviewed the troops 
from the stand. Gen. Ilancock stated to the 
President there were 9,500 men in line. The 
States represented by volunteers were Geor- 
gia, New Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
Massachusetts, Maryland, South Carolina, 
New Hampshire, Virginia, New York, North

TYNER’S REPORT ALLEGED TO HAVE BREEN 

a iygemeanes BY POSTMASTER - GENERAL 

Nrw York, Oct. 20.—The Times this morn- 
ing prints a document bearing date Aug. 5, 
1879, and entitied, “* Memoranda of Sugges- 
tions as to Sar Service in the Pacific Section, 
Made Out as Addenda to the Report to the 
Postmaster-General, with Pages Numbered 
Consecutively- from Those of Said Report.” 
It is signed * James’ N. Tyner, First Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General,” and is indorsed 
** Memorandum of Star Service in the Pa- 
cific Section, made by James N. Tyner, Aug. 
5, 1889.”" The following, taken in extenso 
from the report, illustrates the character of 
the whole: 

** Route No. 44,154, in Oregon, from the 
Dalles to Lake View, was let under ad- 
vertisement of Nov. 1, 1879, once a week, for 
$3,088, The route was advertised and let as 
227 miles in length, on a schedule of 108 
hours, or a fraction over two and a half miles 
per hour. 

IT HAS SINCE BEEN INCREASED 
to six times per week between the Dalles and 
Princeville, an intermediate office situated 
118 miles from the Dalles, the northern 
terminus, and it has also been expedited be- 
tween said points. The increase of frequency 
cost $6,134 additional, and the expedition cost 
$11,777. The expedited schedule requires 
pro rata running time of three and one-half 
miles per hour between the points named, as 
against two and a half under the award of 
the contract. No connections are formed 
at Prineville, and no benefit of conse- 


‘quence accrues to anybody except the con- 


tractor. For the increase of speed the de- 
partment pay nearly $12,000, and yet the im- 
portance of mails passing over the route, a 
route which does not carry through mails or 
form a link in a great through line, may be 
estimated by the fact that the aggregate com- 
pensation of the Postmasters at all the offices 
trom the Dalles to Prineville (including 
the latter and excluding the former, which 
is not dependent on it for supply) is $490. 
Between Prineville and Silver Lake (another 
intermediate office on the south) 

THERE IS REALLY NO NEED OF SERVICE 

AT ALL. 

There is no post-office nor any population 
to supply, nor indeed country in which 
civilized people can live. The route as an 
entirety is not essential for north and south 
connections, as other routes subserve this 
end, and the link between Silver Lake and 
Prineville might, therefore, be dropped with- 
out detriment, leaving Silver Lake to be sup- 
plied from the south only. Route 44,160, 
Oregon, from Cafion City to Camp McDer- 
mott, was let at the same time as the above- 
nained route. It is 243 miles long, as ad- 
vertised, and was Ict on a schedule of 132 
hours, or not quite two miles per hour, once 
a week, at a cost of $2,555. 

If OUGHT TO HAVE SERVICE ONCE A WEEK 
to su - military sts, searcely any 
one else being interested init.

A VISIT FROM CHARLEY REED.

New York, Oct. 20.—A Washington spe 
cialsays:. “Today Mr. Scoville, in company 
with Mr. Charies H. Reed, of Chicago, had 
an interview with Guiteau. Mr. Reed was 
for twelve or fourteen years Prosecuting At- 
torney in Chicago, and knew Guiteau for 
some time previous to the latter’s visit 
to Washington. Upon invitation of Mr. Sco- 
ville he accompanied the latter to the jail, 
and there conversed with the prisoner half 
an hour or more. When they arrived 
they found Guiteau quite sick from a 
chill, This was about 11 o’clock, and Gui- 
teau was vomiting. He said the chill was 
not over, but he desired to talk, and had 
much to say. He was glad to see Mr. Reed, 
and in his manner and expressions showed 

HIS DELIGHT AT THE VISIT. 

On the Tuesday before Guiteau shot the 
President he met Mr. Reed at the Riggs 
House, and, heing in great distress and hun- 
gry, borrowed $25. Mr. Reed, who had long 
known Guiteau, gave him the money 
for charity’s sake, little dreaming the 
man would ever shoot any one, much less 
the President. At the jail today the prisoner 
referred to the matter, and insisted it was the 
Saturday before the tragedy that he got the 
money from Mr. Reed, and that the sum was 
$35 insteaa of $25.

and there is no use talking of anything else.”’ 

“You can listen to him,” said Mr. Scoville,

He further states in the letter that he will 
be discharged by the court; that the author- 
ities of New Jersey will not take cognizance 
of the case, because they do not wish to 
trouble themselves with atrial.

statine that he is without money to pay the 
expense of witnesses or to hire a lawyer.

A MYSTERY. 


Au Investigation into a Famous Poi- 
soning Case Falls to Bring to Light 
Anything New. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
LANCASTER, N. HL, Oct. 20.—The grand 
jury, which has been occupied nearly three 


days hearing testimony concerning the 
Towne-Bugbee poisoning affair, completed 
its labors late tonight, and, notwithstanding 
the required secrecy of the jury-room, it has 
leaked out that no indictment will be found. 
The circumstances of the alleged poisoning 
were briefly as follows: July 15, 1880, Hattie 
Bugbee, aged 15, an only child of Dr. Frank 
Bugbee and granddaughter of Barton G. 
Towne, died of malignant diphtheria. On 
the 2ist of the same month Mrs. Bugbee, and 
on the 23d _ the servant-girl, died of 
the same disease. On Sept. 6, Dec. 10, and 
Feb. 21, respectively, Dr. Bugbee, Mrs. 
Towne, and Mr. ‘Towne died in the order 
named of what was generally supposed to 
be blood-pvisoning contracted while caring 
for the sick ones. A post-mortem examina- 
tion proved conclusively that the deaths of 
Mr. and Mrs. Towne and Dr. Bugbee were 
caused by arsenical poisoning. An exam- 
ination of the internal organs of Mrs. 
Bugbee was also made, and no traces 
of poison were found. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Tappan, under whose directions 
the examination of the bodies were 
mnade, ordered a thorough investigation of 
the whole matter. ‘To this end the testimony 
of the attending physicians, nurses, and all 
others who assisted in the care of the sick 
ones was taken. much of which, it was 
claimed, revealed circumstances damaging 
to Mrs. Nellie Mayo, an adopted daughter of 
Mrs. Towne. That the poisoning was inten- 
tional there seemed to be. no reasonable 
doubt, and the suspicions of the authorities 
were directed to Mrs. Mayo as the probably 
guilty person, whereupon an investigation 
was instituted by Attorney-General ‘Tappan 
aided by the local authorities, which has been 
most thorough and compiete. The Towne 
and Bugbee houses were but a few yards 
apart, and Mrs. Mayo, then unmarried, made 
her home with either family, according as 
her services might be required; and, al- 
though the diphtheria cases referred to were 
of a malignant type, she was constant in her 
ministrations, regardless of her exposure to 
the deadly contagion, and her faithfulness 
during the sickness in both families was 
commended on all hands. It was claimed 
by her accusers that motives both of revenge 
and pecuniary gain could be proved. It 
seems, however, that the evidence 
proved to be entirely circumstantial, 
and was deemed insufficient w 
warrant an indictment. Mrs. Mayo has al- 
ways borne an excellent reputation, is pre- 
sessing in appearance, well educate

has for many years been a member in good 
standing of the Methodist Church. Public 
opinion has all along been strongly in her 
favor, and there is a general feeling of satis- 
faction masifested at the result.

CHICAGO, 
THE BALLOON HEARD FROM IN DAKOTA. 

The balloon is still missing, and the fate of 
its occupants is a mystery. It has been heard 
from—that is, if the reports can be trusted, its 
course has been traced fully 200 miles beyond 
Melrose, Wis. Below will be found an account 
of its being seen at Valley City, Dak., Monday 
afternoon, and the probabilities of this story 
being correct are borne out by its known course 
during Sunday and Monday. Sunday night it 
was seen at Detroit, Minn., due east of Fargo, 
Dak. Monday morning, according toa report 
berecofore discredited, it was seen at Fargo. 

Reterence to the signal-service reports shows 
that the wind Sunday and Monday in the region 
referred to was from the north and northwest, 
while the wind at Moorhead (opposit Fargo) was 
from the northeast on Monday afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock. This would drive the balloon to the 
southwest during that afternoon, and fully coin- 
cides with the story given as follows: 

AT VALLEY CITY. 

Important news was brought to Chicago night 
before last by Mrs. Rebecca Sterritt, of Cincin- 
nati, a sister-in-law of Mr. Charities Duffield, 
of the Internal Revenue Office in this city. 
She had been spending a few weeks witb rela- 
tives in Vailey City, Dakota, due west of Fargo, 
which place she left last my! afternoon via 
the Northern Pacific, reaching her brother-in- 
law's home in this city night before last. Short- 
ly after her arrival here she surprised the Duf- 
fleld family by announcing she saw the 
bailoon just before leaving Valley City. Of 
course the lady then had to “tell all about it.” 
She explained that about 4:50 o'clock Monday 
afternoon, while standing in front of the depot 
at Valley City, waiting for the train which was 
to bear her nomeward,.a gentieman acquaint- 
ance said to her ina joking way, “If you will 
wait awhile we may be able to send you 
home in a balloon; we hear that one was sighted 
near Fargo and was coming this way.” It was 
not more than ten minutes after this, the lady 
went on to say, 

THE BALLOON WAS SUDDENLY DISCOVERED 
sailing over Valley City in a southwesterly di- 
rection. It was too high up to admit of the bas- 
ket's occtipants being distinguished, but was, 
for all that, py Smeg The balloon 
was watched until it mame lost to sight. 

Mrs. Sterritt seemed as much surprised as 
any one to learn that, until her arrival, it was 
supposed the balioon had not been seen after it 
disappeared from view at Melrose last Friday. 

Valley City is about 600 miles northwest of 
Chicago, and about 200 miles northwest of Mei- 
rose. If Prof. King’s balloon really did sail 
over Vailey City Monday afternoon, it isa re- 
markable fact that it was three days and 
a half ernvering from Meirose to Valley City, 
a distance of only 150 miles, while it had traveled 
from Chicagoto Princetou, Il..—if it went thers, 
—and then to Melrose, a distance in all of about 
600 miles,in about fifteen hours. However, 
when the balloon was seen at Valley City it was 
coming from the northeastand not from the 
direction of Melrose—southeast. Hence, after 
leaving Meirose it must have struck some cur- 
rent which carried italong distance north or 
northeast.

too, that the aeronauts should remain up 80 
long, when they only carried away with them 
provisions enough to last two days at the 
outside. Why did they not descend 
at Valley City? They could see a govud- 
village beneath them, and might have known 
that, however long they may have fasted and 
however hungry they may have been, there was 
no need of guing further to find a piace where 
they could get enough to eat, Valley City being 
a town of about 800 souls. it certainly would 
seem a more desirable place to land than on the 
Sioux Reservation, toward which region the bal- 
ee making ite way when passing over Val- 
ey City. 

1 citizen residing at Winfield, Iil., writes to 
the preas that in his view, backed up by what he 
saw of the balioon in Du Page County, it could 
not have gotten as far southwest as Princeton 
on the night of the start. If the reports sent in 
to this office are to be depended upon, cavairy 
from Fort Sneiling and volunteer advertising 
scouting expeditions from points in Wisconsin 
will have a too utterly kind of a time looxing for 
a balloon which is 300 miles west of their bent. 
It looks as if the air-snip had struck for Central 
Dakota, and if a landing was made in that coun- 
try the voyagers may not be heard of fora week 
yet. / 


THE FOOD QUESTION. 

While it is impossible to get at the truth 
among the different stories told. there seems to 
be good reason for believing that the aeronauts 
were better provisioned than has been alleged, 
and that they could stand at least a week's siege. 
The presence of any such stock of food in the 
balloon was unknown to Nuttings manager, 
however, who did not expect that the aeronaut 
would go more than twenty-five miles.

PERU AND HER INVADERS. 


The Bival Governments of Calderon 
and Pierola—Miunister HMuribut Be- 
fuses to Becognize the Claims of 
Pierola. 

PANAMA, Oct. 7.—The status quo is still 
maintained along the coast of Peru, although 
from the cities of the interior, particularly 
those beyond the Cordilleras, come reports 
of the mustering of the clans for another 
effort to expel the Chilian, or “roto,” as 
the invader is contemptuously designated, 
The latter is quite comfortable, avparently, 
and is increasing, by daily arrivals from the 
south, the strength of the army of occupa- 
tion. The Chilian army occupies the lines of 
San Juan, and has drawn a cordon around 
the city at a distance of from one to five 
miles, planting batteries of artillery and 
strong supports of infantry and cavalry. The 
Peruvian forces are strong enough for men- 
ace, but not for attack.

FREE sOIL FOR IRELAND-A 


As a timely illustration uf the effects of the 

policy to make the tenant cultivators of the 
soil the proprietors thereof, as is proposed 
in Lreland, a statement of what was done in 
the same way in Denmark has more than 
ordinary interest. To understand what has 
taken place in Denmark on the subject of 
land tenure during the last half century, a 
statement of the condition of the law as it 
previously existed in that country is neces- 
sary. 
Previous to 1781 the village community 
system existed, but by the law of that year 
it was provided that any shareholder in such 
community, however small his individual 
share might be, could insist upon having his 
fair allotment of land made over to him. 
The other shareholders were compelled to 
bear their share of the cost of making 
the partition; no agreement against dis- 
solving a land fellowship was binding, 
and it was made iliegal te establish 
any new fellowship in land. This was 100 
years ago. Beneficial as the abolition of 
community ownership in arable land was, 
agriculture did not improve because of the 
feudal tenure which existed. Farm lands 
were not the freehold property of the cult- 
ivatots, who were subject to the arbitrary 
will of the landlords, and were obliged to 
make compensation for the use of the land 
in the shape of rent and labor in cuitivating 
the landlords’ manorial demesne. They 
were notin such control over the soil, nor 
over their own time, and they lacked security 
that they would ever enjoy the benefit of 
their own labor and outlay. The demand 
for their labor and vehicles was at the very 
seasons of seed-time and harvest, when the 
tenants desired to attend to their own farms. 
They were also oppressed with exactions in 
the form of tithes and game laws. After 
long and vigorous agitation they have se- 
cured, since 1849, the abolition of forced 
labor, the tithes have been commuted, game 
laws have been reformed, and there are but 
few farms now left which have not become 
the freehold property of the occupiers. 

The Danish Legislature recognized this 
truth: “ Alike upon social and upon econom- 
1cal grounds it is most disadvantageous that 
the bulk of the svil should be cultivated by 
others than those who own it,” anu modern 
legislation in that country has been framed 
upon that principle. The process of tRis Be- 
form is described by a native writer in% re- 
cent number of the London Fortnightly Re 
view, from which we gather the following 
facts:

Oehilenschliiger, the chief of Danish poets, has 
depicted the spectre of a feudal lord, who re- 
visits for the last time the scene of his former 
greatness, and wanders gloomily through the 
moonlit ruins of his castie. The night passes 
away, the sun smiles forth, and he bebolds 
a sight more galiing to his pride than the 
erumbiing condition of his lofty tower. The 
peasant, no longer a thrall, hastens cheerfully 
to labor in his own flelds, and the burgher stands 
upright and fearless, * wearing his hat,’ even in 
the august presence of the ridder (knight or 
noble). The angry spirit vanishes, and is seen 
no more upon ear The gloomy sbade of feu- 
dalism has indeed passed away forever from 
Denmark, and the sun of freedom shines upon 
a prosperous and contented people, firmly rooted 
in the soil of their native land. 


England alone, of all the nations of Eu- 
rope, adheres to the land tenure of feudal 
times. Her farmers and peasantry are prac- 
tically the same slaves that their ancestors 
were 500 years ago. All Europe has felt the 
humanizing effects of making the cultivators 
the owners of the soil, and little Denmark, 
in her legislation of the last forty years, 
teaches Great Britain a lesson which sooner 
or later must be heard and profited by.

THE WORLD'S PROGRESSIVE IMPROVE- 
MENT. 

Dr. Paul Jacoby, now a somewhat famous 
writer, and who is a scientist and a Repub- 
lican in France, has just published a book to 
demonstrate that the decay of monarchy 
throughout the world is due to the physical, 
mental, and moral degeneracy of the royal 
dynasties, the result of the personal profli- 
gacy, corruption, madness, and imbecility 
transmitted from generation to generation by 
the members of these royal families. 

The writer begins with the family of 
Augustus Cesar, and traces it to its extine- 
tion. He also presents the histories of many 
of the European dynasties to their final 
decay and disappearance, including in this 
review a statement of the fate of the several 
houses that have reigned in Great Britain, 
from Edward II., in 1307, to George of Han- 
over, covering four centuries, during which 
the ‘throne of England wore out or killed 
the six dynasties, the Platagenet, Lancaster, 
York, Tudor, Stuart, and Orange.” The 
argument of the book is that monarchy is 
fatal to those who share its existence. These 
persons, it is claimed, ‘by their long tenure 
of arbitrary power, become either in them- 
selves or their descendants so hopelesly 
corrupt in body and mind that they die out 
as a matter of course.”’ 

Dr. Jacoby, however, includes .in this 
philosophical deduction that in the decay of 
dynasties is included that of every ruling 
caste, whether royal, industrial, commercial, 
intellectual, or noble; all follow the same 
law of degeneracy. The full scope of the 
theory of the book is stated in the following 
sentences: 

And when civilization ig her march from east 
to west shall have made the tour of the globe, 
she will find on the banks of the Seine, wander- 
ing among the ruins of the great city, not the 
descendants of nobles of the Faubourg St. Ger- 
main, nor of savans of the College of France, 
nor of rich bankers, nor of learned citizens, nor 
even of the ingenious and intelligent Parisian 
workmen; but perhaps of coal-beavers and tip- 
plere of the lowest purticus of town. In other 
words, the classes whose powers are now lying 
fallow in ignorance and idieness will yieid a rich 
crop of svcial and political eminence in a future 
day—nothing so fertilizing as mud. The Doctor 
sums it all up in the terribie phrase, which reads 


like a sentence of doom for our entire civiliza- 
tion: “ The future belongs to the mediocrities.” 


The decay and changes of dynasties are 
not entirely due to the personal corruption 
of the monarchs. The world has been mov- 
ing independently of the mere acts of indi- 
viduals, crowned or uncrowned. The civil- 
ization of inankind has been progressive, and 
| ifto us at this day this civilization was ex- 
tremely slow and sluggish in the past ages, 
the fact remains nevertheless that it has been 
moving, and that at no time has it retrograded 
or turned backward. Its’ progress has been 
marked by conspicuous events. The seem- 
ingly senseless expeditions called the Cru- 
| sades brought back with them to Western 
Europe a cultivation and refinement not 
known before. The invention of gunpowder 
and the art of printing, and the discovery of 
America; these, with the results immediately 
proceeding therefrom, are among the monu- 
ments of the reformation and illumination of 
the civilization of mankind and of nations 
‘in their political as well as their moral 
and religious particulars, The political 
reformations were perhaps slow as compared 
with modern times, but they were neverthe- 
less progessive. Under these reforms par- 
ticular families constituting ruling dynasties 
perished and Governments were reorganized ; 
existing States, Kingdoms, and Empires 
crumbled to pieces, but others and more ad- 
vanced took their places; and thus through 
the lapse of centuries mankind, whether con- 
sidered as a whole or in divisions of Empires 
and States, has grown better and better. 
Particular families and persons have been 
subjected to the changes wrought by this 
ceaseless and progressive revolution. Many 
Kingdoms which were once flourishing under 
the civilization of the past have disappeared, 
but the nations and peoples of which they 
were constituted are at the present day 
| better, wiser, and more powerful than before. 

The nations of Europe today, -as a whole, 
are far superior in their political, industrial, 
intellectual, moral, and religious condition 
than they were under the old Governments 
and dynasties which have perished. Thus 
England of today is vastly superior in all 
things to the Engiand in the days of the 


in 1881 is superior in all respects to apy of 
the Georges or of the long lines which date 
back to the Conquest. 

The Hohenzollern family, which has been 
enthroned in Prussia and governs the Ger- 
man Empire, shows no signs of mental or 
physical degeneracy, and the Germans of to- 
day aré eminently superior to those who 
have preceded them for a thousand years. 


nor have the people of the Austrian Empire 
weakened intellectually, physically, indus- 
trially, or otherwise. The present Govern- 
ment of Austria has exhibited a wisdom 
which never was shown by its predecessors, 
It recognized promptly the great reforms 
demanded by civilization, and, instead of re 
sisting them, promptiy accepted them. ‘The 


reigning family in Russia is really of Ger- 
man origin, and though it is behind all others 
in political advancement, the members are 
physically and intelleetually equal to any of 
their predecessors. The King of Italy and 
the King of Spain are both men of moral, 
physical, and intellectual ability, and are 
greatly superior in statesmanship to those 
who ruled those countries in the ages that 
have passed away. 

Europe in all respects has witnessed vast 
improvements in the civilization of the pres-

have been succeeded by superior and better 
ones. Nationg and Governments have been 
revolutionized, but have been sueceeded by 
stronger and better Governments, and by 
more intellectual, more industrious, and 
happier peoples. 

The tendency has not been one of decay, 
but towards improvement. The great strug- 
gle has been between the absolutiem of 
monarchy and the power of represeatative 
government, Russia is the last which re- 
jects the latter and clings to the former, and 
it is only a question of mere time when the 
national Legislature, representing the popu- 
lar voice, will be as potent there as it is in 
all other monarchies in Europe, 

In some countries this principle of constitu- 
tional representation of the people and the 
responsibility of the monarch to the national 
Legislature has progressed beyond what it 
is in other countries. In England the mon- 
archy has practically become a figure-head, 
with a Minister ruling as the actual Execu- 
tive; and yet England today is more power- 
ful than she would be without this change 
in her Government. In due time even this 
remnant of monarchy will give way to a 
more republican government, and England 
will be all the more powerful. France, of 
course, is in the advance, and her national 
strength and unity are all the greater. The 
change is not evidence of decay, either of 
Government or the people; on the contrary, 
both are stronger than ever before. 

The changes in Governméhts, the rise and 
fall of particular families, and even the revo- 
lutions and changes of rulers and boundaries 
of States, are not evidences of degeneracy 
or decay. They show the result of that per- 
petual vigorous change wrought by improv- 
ing civilization, which never goes backward, 
but always tends to elevate and improve the 
political and moral condition of mankind, 
The old must progressively give way to the 
newer and more elevating civilization. The 
world continues to improve, and this im- 
provement is strangely used by this French 
writer as an evidence of decay and death. 


PROTECTION FOR HOME LABORERS. 

An issue has come up at Cincinnati which 
seems calculated to puzzle the philosophers 
of the ultra-protection school, and even more 
to embarrass the manufacturers who par- 
ticipate in the advantages which a high 
tariff gives the privileged classes. The Cin- 
cinnati mill-owners, it seems, have been 
sending to Europe for skilled labor on ac- 
count of an inadequate supply at home. 
The workmen now employed protest against 
this action, and threaten that if the mill- 
owners persist they will organize to strike 
down the tariff. The Jron Age, represent- 
ing the home manufacturers, maintains that 
the draft upon Europe for skilled labor is 
not in violation of the principles of protec- 
tion; and the Labor Tribune, representing 
* home labor,” insists that the principle of 
protection is one-sided when a tariff is main- 
tained for the purpose of assuring certain 
benefits to the manufacturer while free 
trade in laborers deprives the latter of their 
supposed benefits under.that tariff. The 
Labor Tribune thereupon gives the follow- 
ing significant warning: ‘** When you strike 
down wages, tuen no inducement remains 
for the workmen to uphold the tariff.” This 
promises to be a very pretty fight. 

It may occur to an intelligent person that 
it is extremely impertinent in this free coun- 
try for a certain class of laborers, chiefly 
consisting of foreigners, to maintain that the 
owners of mills and shops shall not send to 
Europe any more for their labor. But 
haven’t these laborers been taught by dis- 
ciples of the protection doctrine that they 
are entitled to exclusive privileges of em- 
ployment and the high rate of wages inci- 
dent to an absence of competition? Ilow 
are the foreign laborers in America to be 
protected from the “‘ pauper labor” of Eu- 
rope, as the Protectionists have always prom- 
ised they should be, if the “pauper labor”’ 
of Europe is to be freely imported into this 
country? The “pauper labor” of Europe 
transplanted to American soil is palpa- 
bly just as much of a competition as 
if its products in Europe were admitted to 
this country free of tax. The American 
manufacturer, who relies upon the protec- 
tion of a high tariff to assure him high 
prices for his goods, maintains that itis prop- 
er either to exclude foreign goods of the 
saine kind he manufactures or else to assess 
such importations to an extent which shall 
enable him to fleece the consumer. The po- 
sition taken by the Cincinnati workmen is 
very much the same. In order to keep up 
their wages, they insist that laborers shall 
not be imported from Europe, just as their 
employers insist that cheap goods shall not 
be brought into this country to compete with 
their dear goods. In order to place them- 
selves precisely on the same footing with 
their employers, the laborers should add, 
“If our employers are to be permitted to 
bring cheap labor into the country, then the 
law should providde that from 40 to 75 per 
cent of the wages paid to these imported 
workmen skall. be distributed among the 
home workmén.” If home manufactures 
are to be protected by the assessment plan, 
why should not home labor be similarly pro- 
tected ? 

It will be the more difficult for the “ pro- 
tected ” manufacturers to eseape the logic of 
this argument because they have always 
maintained that the principal mission of a 
high tariff is to protect home labor. They 
have always been so unselfish as to omit any 
mention of the advantages which they (the 
manufacturers) derive from the high tariff. 
But itis palpable that protection does not 
protect labor, and that the high tariff fails in 


| its mission to keep up wages, when Ameri- 


can employers send to Europe for cheap 
labor. It is not strange, therefore, that the 
trades unions demand that the free hnporta- 
tion of cheap labor must be stopped, and 
threaten, if it be not stopped, to attack the 
tariff which prevents the free importation of 
1. product of cheap labor abroad.

HE CHICAGO PARNELL MEETING. 
The most striking feature of the immense 
popular meeting held at MeCormick Hall 
on Wednesday evening to protest against 
Parnell’s arrest was the lack of rapport be- 


tween the speeches and the feelinzs of thé 


audience. The speeches were conservative, 
but the prevailing tone in the andience was 
radical and belligerent. The speeches en- 
couraged agitation only: the audience was 
is fortunate that. the 
speakers did not give way to the ebullition of 
passion which the audience obyiously de- 
sired, because such an exhibition would have 
excited the people uselesly. Passion atasafe 
distance has always something ridiculous 
about it. Ifot shot at arange of 4,000 miles, 
and 5,000 of that ocean, always falls short of 
the mark. The American public can be relied 
upon to sympathize with the actual wrongs 
of lreland, to promote by proper agitation the 
project of land reform, and to condemn in the 
severest terms the resort to martial law 
in time of peace, which alone would enable 
the arrest of Parnell and others without war- 
rant and their indefinit incarceration without 
trial, At the same time the American soil is 
not the proper place to incite the Irish people 
to civil war, because in doing so the Ameri- 
cans would urge the Irish to a hopeless 
struggie without being prepared to render 
them any military assistance. Such encour- 
agement would be ridiculous if it merely 
brought out empty mouthings from “pro-

Mr. W. K. Sullivan, himself an 
lrishman, opened the meeting in temperate 
terms, and Judge McAllister, who presided, 
pointed out the logical results of persistent 
agitation for land reform without appealing 
to the passions of his hearers. The best 
speech of the occasion, considered with 
reference to the purpose of the gath- 
ering, was that made by Mr. W. 


J. Hynes, who addresset himself to | 


the character of the grievances of the 
Irish people, and the remedy which is avail- 
able under the present Government. ‘The 
strongest point he made was the logical con- 
clusion, based upon the premise of the Irish 
Land bill, that the English Government has 
the right “ to buy the land, fix a value upon 
it, pay the landlord, and sell it to the tenants, 
to be paid for in the future,” since that Gov- 
ernment has asserted the right to fix the rent 
and the tenure of the tenant. The transfer 
of the land from the absentee landlords to 
the ownership of the people who work it is 
the only permanent remedy against the pov- 
erty and sufferings of the Irish people; for, 
however fair the rent may be, the people of 
Ireland cannot prosper nor progress so long 
as the aggregate rental which they pay, even 
though it be fair in itself, shall continue to 
be taken out of the country, instead of flow- 
ing back to the people for the purpose of 
promoting diversity ot industry and further 
progress and development. 

Perhaps the most amusing divergence 
of opinion between speaker and audience 
was furnished by Dr. Thomas, who seemed 
to be entirely unaware of the extent of feel- 
ing entertained by the Irish against England, 
and who was inclined to instill new hope of 
a remedy for existing evils through concilia- 
tion and English fair-play. If Dr. ‘Thomas 
had not been so thoroughly good-humored 
in his remarks we fear they would not have 
been received with so much consideration. 
The Mayor made 4 characteristic personal- 
pronoun-l effort to satisfy the longings of the 
crowd for fierce and warlike sentiments, and 
at the same time propitiate “his friend, Mr. 
Gladstone.”’ Nevertheless his advice was 
good when he counseled the Irish people to

which the Irish may precipitate. But there 
was too much ego in his speech. Altogether 
the meeting rather suggested an inquiry as 
to what Americans or the Irish in America 
can do to aid the cause of land reform in 
Ireland, instead of furnishing any satis- 
factory answer to such a question.

THE “EXPRESS,”

THURLES, Oct. 19.—I have just read with the 
utmost pain, and, indeed, with absolute dismay, 
the manifesto issued by the leading patriots in- 
carcerated in Kilmainham jail, and publicly 
prociaimed to the country from the Land- 
League rooms, in Sackville street.

have invariably and unequivocably stated that 
I stood out for fair rents, and nothing more, for 
a safe foothold of the agricultural classes upon 
the Irish soli; that they should be wholesomely 
fed, fairly clothed, and suitably lodged; and 
that absolute repudiation of rent, should it ever 
find public expression in Lreland, 

WOULD MEET WITH NO SMYPATHY FROM 

ME. 
Such are my views. 1 regret to have been 
obliged to say so much. I hold tothe original 
platform of the Irish National Land League. 
There is no more reason for abandoning it now 
than there was when Davitt took possession of 
his cell in Portland, or when Dilion, with his 2u0 
companions, were committed to Kilmainham 
Jail. It was a sufficiently elastic policy. It was 
a righteous policy, tested by experience and re- 
sults. It was a successful policy. and it 
welded Bishops, priests, and laymen § into 
one living brotherhood of national work. It 
pains me, then, sorely to think that any attempt 
should now be wade to displace old lines, espe- 
cially by the very men by whom they were so ju- 
diciously laid down. Anyhow, I thoroughly be- 
lieved in the policy of the past in all its substan- 
tial branches, and I quite as firmly believe pow. 
The policy so impetuously recommended to the 
country instead, besides being condemned on 
the grounds of principle and expediency, can 
lead to nothing but disintegration and defeat.

STOOD BY HIS GUN.

Eighteen years ago one of the most dra- 
matic incidents of the late War, called late 


because, let it be hoped, all of its issues are 
dead, occurred at Fourche Dam, a few miles 
below this city. Gen. Price and his army 
were occupying this city. Gen. Steele was 
advancing. The whole country was in a ter- 
rible state of excitement. <A battle was 
expected. Every one had confidence in the 
bravery and military skill of Gen. Price. 
His achievements were heralded, his praises 


sung. 

One night, before the dawning of the 10th 
of September, 1863, a Confederate officer, on 
duty with his men atan outpost, having re- 
ceived direct information from a man who 
had been in the enemy’s camp, lay down by 
a fire, and, on a leaf torn from an old account 
book, wrote adispatch to a senior officer, 
beginning: “The ball opens tomorrow,’ 
and giving a statement as to the num- 
ber of men in the enemy’s ranks, show- 
ing that his foree was inferior to Price’s 
army. The officer wrote “respectfully for- 
warded”? un the paper, and dispatched a 
man to Little Rock, with instructions to de- 
liver the commuunieation te Gen. Price. 

The General could not be found. He was 
playing cards at a private residence, and 
only became aware that the time for action 
had come when the booming of cannon, just 
at daylight, aroused him. ‘The soldiers down 
the river fought desperately. They were 
compelled to retreat. Falli back to 
Fourche Dam, it was determined that a final 
resistance should be made. Gen. Newton, 
who had been sent back to form the men as 
they arrived, was executing that order, when 
Gen. Marmaduke, winio bad been arrested 
for killing Gen. Walker, and who had just 
been released, pashed up and exclaimed: 

“We must make a fight here to cover 
Price’s retreat.” 

‘“‘Cover Price’s retreat ?’’ replied Newton,

The Confederates, in admira- 
tion of nis bravery, stopped firing and cheered 
him. He was repeate *f told to surrender, 
and as often refused. e continued to fire, 
and had wounded several men. 

“This thing is gittin’ tiresome, Cap’n,” 
renee a lank Missourian, “an’ if you don’t 

ehave yourself an’ quit your skylarkin’ 
you'll git hurt.” 

The brave fellow, with a disdainful gest- 
ure, exclaimed: 

-** I told the people of Chicago that I would 
never surrender this battery, and by’ all the 
demons in hell I'l) keep my word,” and he 
leveled his pistol at the Missourian. But the 
lank man was too quick for him, and, throw- 
ing up his pistol, he fired. Capt. Reed fell 
across his gun, shot through the heart. 

** Brave man,” said the boys, as they laid 
him on the ground preparatory to removing 
the gun, “Brave man; itis a pity we had to 
kill him.” 

The gun, with its death-mark of life’s 
blood, was drawn away by the Confederates, 
and used in a duzen different battles, but no 
one ever washed off the blood. Once, when 
an officer asked one of the men why he did 
uot wash his gun, the soldier related the cir- 
cumstance of Reed’s death. “ Let the blood 
remain: itisa mark of respect to the mem- 
ory of a brave man.” 

Just before the close of the War, Capt. 
Reed, the name applied to the gun, was dis- 
mounted by acannon ball. After the battle 
the soldiers tenderly buried the heavy iron. 
‘The rains of heaven nor the hands of man 
had not washed off the biood.

A SENSATION. 

THE CALDERON GOVERNMENT" SUPPRESSED. 

PANAMA, Oct. 12.—The following is the 
order of Commander Lynch, of the Chilian 
army in Peru, for the suppression of the rec- 
ognized provisional government of which 
Garcia Calderon was President: “ In future, 
in the Peruvian territory now occupied, or 
which may be hererfter occupied by the 
forces of the army under my command, the 
exercise is prohibited of governmental power 
by other funchonaries or authorities than 
those established by orders from these head- 
quarters; and the municipal authorities 
alone will continue to collect the municipal 
taxes, in order that they can attend to muni- 
cipal necessities.” The publication of this 
decree fell like a thunderbolt among the Cal- 
deron party. 

THE REASONS 
which led Chili to this act are many, but 
principal among them were the imprudent 
interference of the American Consul, Gen. 
Hurlbut, at Lima, in the negotiations be- 
tween Chill and Peru; the flooding of the 
country with counterfeit money, supposed to 
come from the United States; and the ap- 
parently well-grounded suspicion that Hurl- 
but was sent to Peru in the interest of a ring 
determined to eventually secure control of 
the guano and tin-trade deposits, for whose 
possession the late war started, and which 
Chili maintains should, as a result of the 
war, be managed so as to pay a war indemn- 
ity. The suppression of the provisional gov- 
ernment has been for some time foreseen by 
the soldiers and policé, who have recently 
deserted to Pierola whenever they could. 
Calderon’s Government was supported by 
Chili, and for months past Chili has been at- 
tempting to make terms of peace through it. 
Its Congress agreed to ratify the terms which 
ceded certain territory to Chili, but 
CALDERON REFUSED TO SIGN THE CESSION. 
Chili found reason to suspect Calderon was 
bolstered in his refusal by hopes of American 
support, and placed a close watch on the 
way he conducted the Government. He 
found that the Calderon Government, at the 
beginning of the year, brought into the 
country a large amount of counterfeit bonds, 
arid had actually turned somes of them over 
to Chiliin payment of the war tax. Since 
then regular large installments of the same 
counterfeits have been introduced by the 
same governinent, by the arrival of each 
steamer with mail from the United States. 
Three weeks ago $15,000,000 worth were in- 
troduced and circulated. These latter were 
in the shape of $500 notes. This money, it 
is believed, all came from the United States 
through a ring in close connection with the 
head of adepartment. The counterfeit is 
80 WELL EXECUTED 
that they were taken all over the country 
and their true nature not suspected until 
Sept. 27, when Lynch had his suspicions 
aroused, and ordered an investigation made 
all over Peru, which revealed the above state 
of affairs. All this time the Vigilance Com- 
mittee appointed by the Peruvian Govern- 
ment to specially wateh over the money is- 
sues of Peru were acting with the ring of 
counterfeiters. Lynch at once ordered the 
seizure of all the books and records of the 
Peruvian money issues, which was effected, 
having first secured statements from every 
member of the Vigilance Committee that no 
notes had been issued by them since May, 
and they had no knoweledge of any notes en- 
tering the country since then, and that all 
the money in circulation was, to their know!l- 
edge, good. 
THE PERUVIAN TREASURY 
was then seized, and Signor Izarrazaval, a 
Chilian, putin the management, with the 
possession of all the Treasury records in the 
country. The decree which did this assured 
the country that the Treasury would be con- 
ducted properly and pay and collect taxes. 
Every bank was severely examined, and 
Lynch secured such complete evidence as to 
put every one connected with the counter- 
feits completely at his mercy. When he 
seized the Treasury and suppressed the Cal- 
deron Government, his. immediate followers 
are said vo have broadly intimated to Min- 
ister Hurlbut that the Government of Chili 
was ready atanytime to discuss with the 
United States the propriety of putting an end 
to the Peruvian Government, whose sole 
purpose of existence seemed to be the circu- 
lavon of spurious money, and whose sole 
hope of support seemed to rest on the inter- 
ference in their behalf of the ministers of 
that country in which the counterfeiting was 
done. 
. THE OTHER SIDE OF THE STORY. 

Panama, Oct. 12.—Advices from Lima re- 
port that the Government of President Cai- 
deron had ceased to exist in obedience to & 
decree of the Chilian commander at Callao, 
declaring thatin all parts of Peru occu pied 
by Chilian forces no other government, oth- 
erwise than municipal, except Chilian, will 
be allowed to exereise governmental author- 
ity.. A declaration, formal and official, on 
the part of Gen. Fluribat, United States 
Minister to Peru, has b@en addressed to the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Chilian forces in 
Callao that the United States views with 
marked disfavor the Chilian ideas of con- 
quest on the west coast.

ACCUSED OF MURDER.

CoLtumBus, O., Oct. 20.—The lawlesness 
which has long ruled the northeastern part 
of thiscity, in the vicinity of the United 
States barracks, culminated on Sunday night 
in the murder of the soldier McGrail, a re- 
eruit who had but just arrived from St. 
Louis on Saturday. When the facts were 
fully brought to light a general feeling of 
indignation amongst all classes was notice- 
able. The police have come in for a large 
share of censure, and the Coroner has been 
severely denounced for quietly letting the 
matter go by without even the formal- 
ity of an inquest. Public sentiment, 
however, backed up by the press of the 
city, has awakened the City Council and Po- 
lice Commissioners to a sense of their re- 
sponsibility fur the growing crime in the 
vicinity where McGrail was found on Sun- 
day morning. Yesterday the detectives be- 
gan to work in earnest, and arrested Will- 
iam Bray, charged with murder in the sec- 
ond degree. Today John O'Neill was also 
arrested. The charges, however, have not 
yet been preferred, Ata special meeting of 
the City Council tonight a reward of $500 
will be offered for the arrest and conviction 
of the murderer. There has existed for some 
time a feeling against the soldiers by a 
gang of roughs near the barracks, and the 
commanding ofticer has once before called 
the attention of the authorities to the state 
of affairs that existed, several soldiers having 
been severely handled. It is now under- 
stood that Gen. Catlin has, since the murder 
of young McGrail, been in communication 
with the War Department, and it is in- 
timated that, if the city cannot afford pro- 
tection, the post may be removed. The mur- 
dered man was born in Yazoo, Miss. 
nad a good education, wrote a good 
business hand, and wbeuld doubtiess 
have been detained for clerical duty. 
The officers of the barracks. received 
a long and most pathetic letter from the 
sister of the victim today, in which she 
speaks of the great shock the news produced 
upon her aged father and mother. The lat- 
ter, she says, can hardly survive. Gen. 
Carlin, with a view of guarding against the 
assaults of these roughs upon his men. has 
issued an order that ail soldiers shall be in 
their quarters at 9 o’clock. He has also re- 
quested the authorities in the city to arrest 
all found after that hour. It is probable 
that the police force, which isdemoralized as 
well as weak in numbers, will now be reor- 
ganized and strengthened. 


CHICAGO SHARPERS ABROAD.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 20.—Recently a 
couple of men who gave their namesas Sulli- 
van and Adams, and claimed to hail from 
Chicago, came to this city and inserted an 
advertisement in the papers offering to pay 
a salary of $2 a day for agents. In response, 
fifteen young men called, and were given 
employment for the sale of needles, pack- 
ages of which were given them. Each em- 
ployé was required to deposit $15 as 
security. With the $220 thus secured 
the swindlers suddenly disappeared. Hear- 
that they had turned up in 
Louisville, five of the young men went 
there, and with the help of detectives. soon 
found them. They had rented a roomina 
hoteland had secured deposits from eight 
Louisville young men. The Indianapolis 
party threaténed them with instant arrest if 
they were not paid their dues. ‘The twomen, 
seeing they were about to get into trouble, 
pate each of the Indianapolis men $27, re- 
unded the deposits made by the Louisville 
men, and left the town instantly by order of 
the Louisville detectives.

OTTAWA, Oct. 20.—Referrmg to his Ex- 
cellency’s departure for England, it is semi- 
officially stated that there is no foundation 
whatever for the rumor that he will not re- 
turn to Canada. His Excellency is only 


absent to leave, his full intention being to re- 
turn early in January, and he will open the 
viext session of Parliament, whenever that 
may be, in person. The Cabinet are under- 
stood to be considering the somewhat difti- 
cult question of appointing an Administrator 
of the Government to hold office during his 
absence. The practice has been during the 
temporary absence of the Governor-General 
from the capital, but within the Dominion 
that a Deputy-Governor-General should 
be made to assume his functions for 
the time, as Chief-Justice Richie 
was during the recent Vice-Regal trip to the 
Northwest; but in the case of absence of the 
Governor-General beyond the bounds of the 
Dominion an Administrator is appointed. 
This duty has always hitherto been assigned 
to the commander of the forces at Halifax. 
itso happens just now that Sir Patrick Mc- 
Dougall is also absent on the other side of 
the Atiantic and not available for the impor- 
tant duty. .It is thought probable that, pend- 
ing Sir Patrick’s return, Chief-Justice Richie 
may be appointed Administrator. 

Hitherto the telegraph lines owned by the 
Dominion Government have been under di- 
vided management, the lines in the North- 
west being under the Public Works Depart- 
ment, and those in the Guif under the De- 
partment of Marine and Fisheries. An or- 
der has just been passed in council trans- 
ferring the management of the latter to the 
Public Works Department, and placing all 
Government telegraphs under one control.

THE FLOODS. 


Water Pouring in Huge Torrents 
Through the Broken Sny 
Levee. 


in 


Fields and Farms Submerged and 
Immense Damage Being 
Done. ’ 


Thousands of Acres of Wheat and 
Other Crops Totally . 
Destroyed. 

Farmers Fleeing with Their Families 
and a Few Household 
Effects.

THE SNY LEVEE. 
Nvectal Digsratch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Quincy, LIL, Oct. 20,—There is no material 
change in the situation along the river at 
this point, excepting that the flood is steadily 
advancing, the river having risen seven 
inches in the past twenty-fuur hours. The 
Hannibal & St. Joseph, the Quincy, Missouri 
& Pacific, and the St. Louis, Keokuk & 
Northwestern tracks on the Missouri side 
of the river are under water, and all trains 
are abandoned for the present. A break is 
reported in the Indian Grave levee, sixteen 
miles above Quincy, but the crevasse 
is not serious, the back-water from 
Quincy Bay having already flooded a 
wide extent of country extending 
several miles to the nofthof Quincy. Along 
the Sny the destruction is complete, the water 
from the crevasse west of Rockport gradu- 
ally extending and inundating the fine farm- 
ing country protected by the embankment. 

To the Western Associated Press, 

Quincy, Ll, Oct. 20.—The river at this 
point is now seventeen feet eight inches 
above low-water mark, and five inches higher 
than during the great flood last spring. Spe- 
cials from the Sny levee district say that the 
water is pouring through the crevasse in a 
vast torrent, and is rapidly spreading out 
and inundating the large extent of fer- 
tile country protected by the embank- 
ment. Thousands of acres of winter wheat 
will be ruined, and an immense quantity of 
corn and other grain which has not yet been 
secured, will be lost. Every road leading to 
the high ground was fuil of teams last night, 
hundreds of people being obliged to abandon 
everything but such household effects as 
could be hastily thrown into wagons when 
the alarm reached them. The ruin in that 
section is now complete. This flood will 
prove more disastfous than the floods of last 
spring, as a much larger area of winter 
wheat has been sown than ever before, and 
to add to the calamity but few of the farm- 
ers had made any preparations to meet it, so 
sudden and unexpectedly has it come upon 
them. An idea of the extent of the 
damage may be gained from the state- 
ment that a strip of highly cultivated 
land, from one to seven miles wide, and ex- 
tending from fifteen miles below Quincy to 
fifty-tour miles below this city, is nuw under 
water, excepting a small portion which is 
still protected by the levee, but which mus 
soon share the general destruction. Just 
below Quincy the river may be said to be 
nine miles wide, as the water extends from 
the Illinois bluffs to the high ground on the 
Missouri side. ‘The railroads will suffer se- 
verely. This morning theme were eight 
inches of water ov the tracks of the Quincy, 
Missouri & Pacific Division of the Wabash, 
just across the river, and the embankment 
was washing badly. A construction train 
was sent out with rock and 1,000 sacks of 
sand to stop the water from cutting 
the road away. The St. Louis, Keo- 
kuk & Northwestern is under water 
for several miles, and the Louisiana branch 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy is also 
experiencing considerable trouble from the 
flood. In this city many of the large facto- 
ries along theriver have been obliged to 
suspend work, but the loss from the flvod in 
Quincy will be comparitively light. All the 
immense ice-houses on the bay are entirely 
surrounded by water. Hundreds of cattle 
are wandering about in the water on the 
Missouri side, and the loss to live stock will 
be considerable. The half-starved animals 
take to the railroad tracks, the only ground 
apove water, and seriously interfere with the 
running of trains. Seven cattle were killed 
by a single freight train last night. The 
water is still rising steadily, but itis thought 
that the highest point will be reached to- 
night or tomorrow. 


HIGH WATER.

JACOB. 


He Ran Off and Left His Family in 
Mendota "fany Wears Ago—The Gos- 
sips and Featherheads Made a Sen- 
sation of It at the Time. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune. 

MeNpora, LIl., Oct. 18.—Some twelve years 
ago a German named Jacobs, employed in a 
lumber-yard in this city, disappeared so sud- 
denly and mysteriously as to leave no trace 
of what had become of him. He was ad- 
vertised and sought for farand near, the 
citizens aiding his wife and children to do 
everything that appeared possible for them 
to gain a clew to his whereabouts, but all to 
no avail. 

The search had scarcely been abandoned 
when arevort was circulated that Jacob’s 
ghost was seen, by certain people on their 
way home, hovering around the vicinity of 
his late’ abode. It was seen nightly from 
that time forth. Some beheld it as if in the 
act of jumping into a well; others saw it as 
though it were struggling against being 
thrown into a well, and could hear the splash 
when it fellin: others again saw it going 
into acellar or coming out from it. Indeed, 
it could be seen any night by any person 
that wanted to see it, but fur some reason or 
other not many were very auxious to see 
Jacob’s ghost. Hired girls were remarkably 
good those days. They no longer remained 
out late at nights. And the young men 
were seized with a wonderful desire to study. 
They could not spare time to make 
an evening call. The wiseacres who met to 
investigate the affair one evening arrived at 
a remarkably happy and philosophical con- 
clusion, one that would do credit to the 
patriarchs of old in their sagest delibera- 
tions, and should not fail to be classed with 
our most revered traditions—viz.: That “if 
for certain Jacob’s ghost is seen, then for 
certain Jacob must be dead.” Then it was 
remembered that Jacob and his family did 
not live happily together. He squandered 
his earnings and he quarreled at home. Was 
it not possible that in one of these quarrels 
he may have so exasperated his sons that in 
the mélée that followed a blow was struck 
that deprived the father of his life? Then 
there was nothing for it but to con- 
ceal the crime by secret burial. That 
was sufficient, and from that moment 
the finger of susvicion inted at the Jacob 
family as doing away with the missing man. 
Searching for the body was then commenced 
with apparently much greater desire of find- 
ing it than there was in the first instance of 
finding the man. The well was._dragged, the 
cistern probed, the cellar — examined, 
the garden dug. In fact, nothing was left 
undone that might lead to the discovery of 
the missing man. But all to no purpose, 
Years rolled on, and the stigma stilt rested 
on the family that their father’s death was 
no mystery to them. They finally left 
Mendota and settled in Avoca, Ia., where 
it is said the family are much respected 
and doing remarkably well. A _ day 
or two _ since a German coming to 
this vicinity to residestopped in Mendota for 
afew hours. In the course of a casual con- 
versation with Ald. Fischer and several other 
German citizen he (the new arrival) spoke 
of knowing one Jacob Jacobs who formerly 
resided here. To the best of his opinion it 
was about nine or ten years since Jacob re- 
turned to Coburg from the United States. 
He knew him well; they frequeutly played 
cards together, and he knows that he is still 
there, alive and well. As Jacob did not 
know of this man coming to this country 
the probability is that that was the reason he 
said nothing to him about his family here. 
Aid, Fischer amepragnen the discovery of 
Jacob to his family in Iowa. They in re- 
turn acknowledged the joyful news and their 
deep-felt gratitude for removing the stigma 
that has weighed heavily upon them for so 
many long years.

In favor of increasing the membership and 
Directorship of the society; that the Execu- 
tive Committee be requested to favorably 
consider the employment of a financial 
agent, who shall be authorized to visit the 
principal churches to solicit money and 
pledges, and to establish sub-agents 
for specific districts; that two general 
collections be taken during the year on the 
first Saturday of each March and September; 
that ail preachers be requested to preach one 
or more sermons each year on the value and 
importance of our foreign missionary work. 
The committee invited attention to the fact 
that the treasury is nearly empty, and the 
missions already established demand the 
most liberal support. The following officers 
were reported: President, Isaac Erret*; Vice- 
Presidents, A. J. Hobbs, James Leslie, O. A. 
Bartholomew; Recording Secretary, 5S. M. 
Jefferson; Corresponding Secretary, W. B. 
Ebbert: Treasurer, W. 8. Dickinson. 

The Committee on Obituaries presented a 
report commemorative of the life and death 
of Jenvie Laughlin, Mrs. N. D. Todd, Mrs. 
Cornelia Ebbert, and James A, Garfield. At 
the mention of the latter name a touching 
scene ensued. Mrs. Russell Errett sang with 
much feeling, ** Come, ye disconsolate,”’ and 
the Rev. O. A. Burgess, amid the sponta- 
neous outburst of feeling throughout the 
audience, offered a prayer to God for strength 
to bear the loss of the late President and 
Brother Garfield. During the prayer the en- 
tire audience was in tears, and in some cases 
loud and almost uncontrollable weeping was 
heard,

With reference to the assumed retroactive ap- 
plication of our demands, we would respectfu 
State that on March 24, 1880, we unanimously re- 
solved that we would no longer pay aay rebate, 
drawback, or commission oo foreign emigrant 
business, and so advised Eastern trunk lines; 
that this action was reaffirmed on May 21, 1880, 
and a Commissioner appointed to carry out the 
agreement then ente into, of which action 
seaboard lines were fully informed, bo treat- 
ed the association, its notices,and Commissioner 
with contemptuous indifference, however, in the 
belief, no doupt, that we had not the courage to 
enforce our claims. 

We do not concede the claim that the steam- 
sbip companies and Eastern trunk lines create 
or develop the immigration business. The main 
factwr in this direction is the letter of the pros- 
perous emigrant back to bis kinsfolk, telling of 
bis prosperity and eryeere | the means to en- 
able them to come out and share it with him. 

It is net true, as assumed by you, that ali this 
immigration setties on the lines constituents of 
this association. On some of these lines nove of 
it settles, and the largest portion ef it goes past 
us, and we merely get the traffic iu transit, as 
you do. The fuct that some of whe lines in this 
association secure a portion of these immigrants 
as settlers is a fortuitous circumstance for 
which the Eastern lines are entitled to no credit 
beyond being a lok in the Obain of communica- 
tion. They receive the ra°es they demand for 
their services, and if tae preponderance of this 
travel is from the East to the West, it is for 
reasons entirely beyond their control, and it is an 
arrogation on tleir part to claim otherwise. 

When you state so positively, what you im- 
agine to be a fact, unqualified by any de- 
ductions, that ** this business hus been an im- 
mense source of protit to the Western lines,’ you 
merely make clear to ns in the distinctest man- 
ner how little you are acquainted with the dis- 
cussions on tbis question,or you must bave 
known, how trom abuse, by the use of immigra- 
tion tickets from interior -locai points to all 
Western points, this business bas been the cause 
of immense loss to all of us. and bas done more 
to demoralize rates and to depiete receipts than

THE NEW COMMISSIONERS’ TARIFF. 

The new tariff adopted by the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commissioners of Lilinois is 
highly unsatisfactory to the railroads. All the 
managers spoken to on the subject yester- 
day are uvanimous in saying that if they are 
compelled to adopt the new rates they will 
not be able to make expenses. None of the 
managers are willing tosay what action they 
mean to take, but it is evident that some of 
the roads will refuse ‘to accept the new 
rates, and will carry the matter before the 
Supreme Court. Etforts are being made to 
bring about concerted action among the lines 
running west from this city, and it has been 
suggested to hold a meeting of the Presi- 
dents and General Managers to discuss what 
action should be taken under tthe circumn- 
stances. The great obstacle in tue way of 
unanimous action is the fact sume of 
the ruads in accepting new charters 
have divested themselves of any right to 
fight the law, as their charters provide that 
they must accept whatever rates the Com- 
missioners chouvse to make. ‘These roads 
are the vomtee, Rock Island & Pacific, the 
Wabash, the Milwaukee & St. Paul, and the 
Rocktord & Rock Island Division of the 
Burlington. ‘The Illinois Central, the Alton, 
the Burlington (excepti its Rockford & 
Rock Island Division), and the North western 
are being opera under the old charters, 
whieh provide that they can make such rates 
as they deem fair and equitable. ‘These 
roads mean to fight the new tariff and test the 
inatter. ‘Lhe Railroad Comwissioners claim 
that they have the right to proscribe rates 
for these roads as well as those which have 
accepted new charters. Decisions hereto- 
fore given by the Supreme Court favor their 
view of the matter and sustain the right of 
the States to regulate railroad charges. 

The railroads leading to Chicago, it is 
claimed, will suffer the most from the néw 
tariifl, as business will be directed to the 
roads that have short hauls across the State. 
These cross lines, they say,can take the 
Commissioners’ rates w all junction points 
on the egy lines, and thence make the 
same rates to New York as are charged from 
Chicago, which will make the through rate 
via the Indianapolis and Ohio lines much 
less than via Chicago oves. The business 
interests of this city, the railroad managers 
think, will be so seriously affected if the new 
tariff is enforced that the business-men will 
rise in their might and demand that Chicago 
be placed upon a fairer basis. ‘he mana- 
gers of the Alton say that they will be forced 
to the wall if they are compelled to accevt the 
Commissioners’ rates, and they find the sit- 
uation a most discouraging one, crossed as 
they are by numberless lines that make short 
cuts through the State... They say they will 
be compelied to give the most of this busi- 
ness to gonnecting lines in the interior of the 
State. The Miinvis Central managers make 
the same assertion. ‘The adoption of the new 
rates, they say, means apn aunual loss of at 
least $1,000,000. This will also affect the 
State, which gets 10 per cent of its gross 
earnings, and will consequently lose $100,000 
pee annum. ‘The Burlington managers also 
eel very much discouraged, and claiio that 
they cannot adopt*the new rates without 
crippling their interests. 

‘the Rock Island managers say they will 
have to cemply with the law, but they think 
that the new tariff is not only a severe blow 
at the interests of the railroads, but will 
prove equally severe to the interests of the 
State and particularly to Chicago. 


MORE CUTTING. 

The Grand Trunk keeps upits attacks upon 
Vanderbilt with the most surprising rapidity. 
Wherever it finds a weak spot in the Vander- 
bilt lines, there it directs its blows. Al- 
though its attacks so far have not had 
the least effect upon Vanderbilt, and that 
gentleman takes no more notice of them 
than be would of the man ip the moon, yet 
if the Grand Trunk keeps pounding away 
at him as it bas been dving during 
the last few days, is is very likely tw 
make an impression sooner or later. A new 
attack on the Michigan Central was made 
yesterday by the Grand ‘Trunk, which must 
be very annoying to that road, and it is hard 
to see how it can avoid meeting the low rates 
made to competing points on its line. The 
Chicago & Grand Trunk yesterday com- 
menced the sale of cut-rate tickets to local

LOCOMOTIVE ENGINEERS. 


The Annual Convention of the 
Brotherhood Now in Session at Bal- 
timore. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 20.—The Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers are holding their annual convention 
at the Rialto Hall,in this city. The con- 
vention will last about six days, during 
which much important bubiness will be tran- 
sacted. Delegates are present from all parts 
of the United States and Canada, over 160 in 
number, including E. T. Crandall, Chicago; 
M. Winpatten, Caleb Kirby, Frank Carter, 
J.F. Webb, L. Walddell, West Chicago; 
Rob M. Orr, E. W. Johnson, John Cowry, 
P. Coyle, South Chicago; Jacob Sacks, 
Z. F. Sharp, Ed Jameson, ali of 
lilinois; L. J. King, Des Moines, la.; 
F. A. Martin, Henry Vaughn, Benjamin 
Feyer, Iowa; James Shaw, Detroit, Mich.; 
N. Huyms, Michigan. Each of the delegates 
represents a division of the brotherhood. 
The officers of the convention are P. 
McArthur, Grand Chief Eugineer; T. 8S. 
Ingraham, Assistant Grand Chief Engineer; 
George Burdett, Second Grand Engineer; 
W. H. Smallwood, Grand Guide; G. W. 
Tyre, Grand Chaplain. 

The annual report of Grand-Chief Arthur 
showed that thirteen new divisions had been 
established during the year, and there 
had been a lar increase in ail the di- 
visions. The life-insurance association 
connected with the brotherhood now had 
2,203 members. Thirty-four claims were 
paid to widows during the year, and since 
the establishment of the inSurance asso- 
ciation $1,178,888.33 has been paid out for re- 
lief to widows. In reference to the estab- 
lishment of a board of examiners for color- 
blindness, Chief Arthur stated that it was 
not the safety of the traveling public they 
were seeking to promote, but a deep-laid 
scheme to enrich themselves at the expense 
of the railroad-men. Common-sense taught 
that railway companies would not jeopardize 
their property and that of the public by kee 
ing in their employ men who could 
not distinguish the colors of signals. 
Rail way companies are well able to judge as 
tu the qualifications of the men they employ, 
without aid of medical experts. The con- 
vention decided to use their united influence 
to prevent the establishment of these boards 
ot examiners in the different States. The 
balance of the business of the session will 
be conducted in secret.

The City 
of Chicagois threatened with an epidemic of 
zymotic diseases uni¢ess the matter is controiled 
atonce. THe Tribune bas called attention to 
these facts from time totime, but, somehow, 
the city authorities tuke no beed of the warn- 
ing. Something wili bave to be done, and bouse- 
to- house inspection and vaccination will bave to 
be resurted to. It is aa easy task to carry-out if 
only competent menare putin charge of the 
work. A retention bospital is anotner nocessity 
and should be established, in order that those 
baving business around the City-Hall might be 
protected from smalil-pox.

TWO GOOD LAWS. 
THE JUSTICE-OF-THE-PEACE AND THE GARNISH- 
MENT ACTS. 

Under the law which existed of long time in 
Illinois, it was permissible for claimants to sue 
their alleged debtors before any Justice of the 
Peace in the county within which the creditor 
or the debtcr (both being citizens of the State) 
might reside. This privilere was greatly abused 
in the case of Cook County, and on occasions too 
numerous to mention citizens and business-men 
of Chicago were called upon to declare before 
Justices of the Peace in Dalton, Thornton, Le- 
mont. or other outside towns, whether 
persons employed by them had cash due 
to them. The law of garnishment was 


not only used, but very badly abused, by eol-. 


lection agents, retailers of whisky who had bills 
to evilect, small grocers and the like. To meet 
this trouble the Legislature passed a bill pro- 
viding that after July 1 suits originating in Chi- 
cago should be tried within the city, and that 
country Justices should be deprived of their 
ulleged right to haul business-men out to re- 
mote corners of the county, Unfortunately for 
the equities of the matter, the Supreme Court 
of the State in its wisdom decided that the jaw 
was unconstitutional. The basi8 of this finding 
was that the new law partook of the nature 
of special legisiation, Inasmuch as it applied to 
Cook County alone. This put everything back 
where it was before, except for the fact that a 
law bad been passed (not yet deciared uncon- 
stitutional) which required garnishor to 
PAY THE GARNISHESR HIS MILEAGE

IRON WORKERS. 


Besumption of Work atthe Cincinnati 
Rolling-™Mills—Non-Union Mien Pro<« 
cured.

CINCINNATI, Oct. 20.—The force of iron- 

workers brought from the East within the 
last week were put at work today in the 
Dayton Mills, in Newport. The roiling-mills 
stopped by the strike of last June are now 
all running again, except two, but they are 
not all running to their full capacity. The 
men who went to work today were not 
molested by the strikers, but large numbers 
of strikers hung around the mill and did al! 
in their power to persuade the new men not 
to go to work. ree railroad tickets were 
offered them, and small sums of money, 
if they would return to their homes. Two or 
three did so. The strikers are holding meet- 
ings tonight, and ways may be devised to 
persuade more of the new men to return to 
the East. The strike here occasioned enor- 
mous losses. The men have lost nearly 
$1,000,000 in wages, and the mill-owners and 
other branches of manufacture directly de- 
pendent upon them more than $3,000,000 
worth of business. The mill-owners refuse 
to be longer controlled by the union, or to 
give employment te union men unless they 
pledge themselves to sever tneir connection 
with that organization.

FINANCIAL. 

Stocks were quiet ana well supported, closing 
at aslight advance over the closing prices of 
the day before. The market was featureicss, 
Some signs of alarm were noticed among the 
shorts, but there was no general covering. It 
was again stated as the belief of weii-informed 
brokers that the market was largely oversold, 
Most of the selling of the last two days has been 
by the bears, and the market has taken their 
offerings witb remarkabie steadiness. 

A large block of New York Central and some 
smail lots have been sold tartely by bolders 
aiarmed by the taik of reduced earnings and 
dividends. None of these sales have been traced 
to Vanderbilt. One of the best known holders 
of New York Central is quoted on Wail street 
as having deciared it to be unwise for holders to 
sell, as, even if the price should decline now, it 
would recover. Earaoings will at teast be equal 
to those of 1879, which paid 8 per cent dividends 
and left a surplus. 

St. Panl bas been freely bought in 
amounts by Western peopie. 

Bondholders of the Metropolitan accuse the 
Directors of having sacrificed the interests of 
bondholders to those of stockholders. 

At the close of yesterday's market the short 
interest was thought to pBave been large(y in- 
creased. Stocks were loaning at2or 5 per cent.

While the report of a panic in Paris was un- 
founded, very heavy losses had to be met at the 
haif-monthiy settlement by some of the op- 
erators on the Paris Bourse. The bears were 
obliged, by the closing ot some accounts in 
Union Générale shares, to pay $3,400,000. One 
house alone sustained a loss of $1,250,000.

Money is reported by Seligman to be working 
closely in the European centres. 

According to the Herald of Wednesaay the 
flurry of the last few days was unwarranted by 
any real reasons, except that the big huiders of 
stocks (under cover of the hurrah about the 
Treasury disbursements) did their vest to 
“chin up the market for the purpose of dump- 
ing their holdings is beginning to be seen and 
appreciated. There is no more sign of popular 
support today than there bas been fora neat 
past. 

England's indebtedness to the United States is 
figured out by the London Economist with re- 
sults not consoling to the British public. Luring 
the first six months of this year the London 
market absorbed American securities other 
than Government bunds to the value of $12,- 
000,0U0, while during the same period the im- 
ports from the U nited States inte the Kingdom 
were $214,000 ,000 greater than the exports to the 
United States. Against this total increase of 
indebtedness of $329,000,000 there are to be set 
earrying and other charges, and also what we 
bave to pay England for our imports of Indian 
and other colonial produce, but the balance due 
us, after ali deductions have been made, is very 
much ‘larger than the $20,000,000 or so of coin 
which was sent here during this sume 
period. In the opinion of the Leonomist any 
real stringency in the New York money market 
will create such a demand forthe payment of 
the British indebtedness to us as may put the 
European money centres’ to their wits’ end, 
for such a demand from this side will 
make a like demand upon England’s continent- 
aldebtors necessary. For the past two vears 
the burden of the requirements for specie has 
fallen on France,the Bank of France jluring 
that period josing $41,000,000 iu gold and silver 
without any corresponding gain, while the Bank 
of England lost bat $1,000,000. 

Vanderbilt is stated by responsible rbilade!- 
phia parties to bave completed bis arrangements 
for a connection with the anthracite coal: fieids. 
It is to be made by the Geneva & Lyons Koad to 
Corniag, N. Y., and thence to Antrim, Tioga 
County, Pa., by coal roads already built. It is 
proposed to make Antrim the northern termiuus 
of the Jersey Shore & Pine Creek Road. The 
right of way for this road belongs to the Read- 
ing, and it bas never been completed When 
completed and used in connection with the roads 
mentioned, it will give the New York Central an 
entrance to the anthracite coal-fleids, which is 
said to be about ali the interest Mr. Vanderbilt 
bas in the Reading Railroad.

The 
stringency of the noment is only the precursor 
of similar stringencies which may now be looked 
for at intervals tor several years to come. The 
general circumstances of the money market 
have, in truth, entirely changed from what they 
were during the settied depression of trade which 
culminated in 1879. The present advance is in 
no way accidental, but is the result of causes 
which have been for a jong time in preparation, 
and which would probably have caused an eur- 
lier rise of the rates tor money, though not, per- 
haps, to so high a point as the present, if there 
had not been artificial hindrances. The reserves 
of the European banks are getting iower 
and lower, on accoiwht of the absorption 
of currency. In this absorption the most con- 
spicuous absorbers have been the U nited States, 
which bas added over $250,00,000 of gold 
to its cireulation within tbree years, 
Germany and France which with a_ rising 
note circulation have been adding millions 
to the internal stoek of bullion, 
and lastly Italy. which has begun to accumulate 
goid for the resumption of specie payments. 
The Times does not look with alarm on the drain 
of gold or the high rates of money it causes 
There is no occasion for anxiety to people in 
trade when high rates are beginning to rule. 
The fluctuations of Lombard strect do not ex- 
tend fully to the whole money-iending busincsas 
of the country. Moreover, if trade bad hot been 
so wood as itis we should not have these high 
rates of money, and the rates themselves, if no 
higher than they are, will not check any trade 
that is really sound.

Why the Seteane for Its Reduction 
Should Not Succeed, 

The following ina translation of an editorial 
urticle published in Wednesday's Stasttsa- Zeitung: 

“ The convention of distillers which met bere 
recently resolved, among other things, that it 
would appeal to Congress to reduce the whisky 
tax from W to 50 cents per gallon. 

‘It is to be boped that Cougress will not grant 
this prayer, for the reduction of the whisky tax 
is nota publi e vecessity. There are a grent 
number of things concerning which * public 
Opinion, or tuat whieh passes for such, 
requires reforms, but heither the 
whisky nor the tobacco tax is 
amoug them. On the contrary, the people, or, 
more accurately, that portion of the peopie whu 
driuk liquor, or smoke, chew, or suull tobacco, 
are perlectiv sutisied to pay fer these cnjoy 
ments @ higher tax thau anv people ever paid. 

“Any ove who imagines Chat this is saying 
too much is referred to the fact that our whisk) 
lax amounts to more than three times—that is, 
sw per cent—-the original value of the article; 
aud the tobacco tax to about v0 per ceut. hu- 
ropean Minisiers of Finanee would cunsider 
themselves inad if ‘they were to propose to 
their leyislative bodies such a coiossal tax; 
but bere itis not oniy endured without grum- 
biing, but puble opinion looks with distrust anc 
ill-will op every attempt to reduce it. Why, ask 
they, should it be reduced? A person who musi 
drink Lquor. drinks it wheiber it costs 15, 10, or 
5 cents a giass. A person who must smoke to- 
bacco, sinvkes it even it be bas to pay twice as 
much for it ae the untaxed article would cost. 
The taxes On whisky and toubacce are voluntary 
tuxes, since they are laid upon articles of lux- 
ury. Nobody needs to pay them if be does nut 
choose, that is, if be will give up drinking and 
smoking, as anybody can who pieases. And 
those wao, in the price of the liquor and the to- 
bucco, pay the tuxes, are not the ones who 
grumble about it. Nobody has yet beard an 
urgent cry for cheaper liquor or jcheaper to- 
baceo, far be who doesn't need these articies 
doesn't buy them, and he who doves need them 
buys them with the full tax without howling 
about it. 

* It is true that the Federal Treasury receives 

from the tax on whisky more money than it 
necds, although it, of course, can use this money 
for the payinentof the Nationaldebt. And itis 
casily understood that the distillers, who bave 
to advance for the time being the laxrce which 
the drinker ultimately pays, desire a reduciion 
ot these taxes, but the intinitiy larger oumber 
of those who ueitber directly nur indirectly pay 
these _taxes bave apy interest at ali in the les- 
seuing “of the taxes derived trom this source. It 
would suit them much better if the amount col- 
lected from these taxes were, after the payment 
of the National debt, expended for useful pur- 
puSsCce. 
‘The proposition has been made that the re- 
ceipts from the wbisky tax be used for the sup- 
port aud extensiou of jthe public school system 
by dividing these receipts, which amount to $1 
per capita of vur popuiawion, amoung the scbovo! 
tunds of the diflerentg States. ‘bis is a very 
yood and praiseworthy proposition, the carrying 
cut of whieh weuld please every taxpayer. 
Many States would, if this were adopted, ve en- 
tirely free feom a school tax,and others wouid 
be relieved in great part. And there would be a 
sort of poetic justice i it, too, if in this way the 
whisky drinker, woo causes so much misery. 
were wade to iabor in the cause of education. 

* Butit this use of tue mcaucy should ve ub- 
jected to, it would not take the Federal Govern- 
uicntiong to find meuns to disburse its surplus 
invome, it dan wake the Illinois & Michigan Ca- 
hala pational biwhbway by widening aud dvepen- 
lug it, or it Gan dig the Hennepin Canal, or it can 
build the Mississippi levees, or it can carry out 
uthber wreat works through whieh the couptry 
would gain one buadred times the cost. Ail 
these would be vetter than locheapen iiquor and 
tubs accu by a reduction of the tax. 

‘When it is observed bow little favor this de- 
sire ul the distillers for a reduction of the tax 
vu their wares from ow percent to 100 per cent 
ineets with in the press of the country, and then 
when one heurs the awful bow! which was raised 
in Germany over the * saloon retorm’ desigued 
by itiismarck, one bardiy kuows whether to 
luugh orto feel sorry forGermany. What an 
uproar there is there over a slight increase of 
tuxation!: The svo-caliced tobacco monopoly, 
about which so great an outcry bas 
becn tmade, would not bring the Ger- 
man Empire half as much as our tobacco and 
whisky taxes doto the United States ‘lreasury; 
but there is an outcry over itasif the Germans 
were to be skinned alive. But here not a single 
vuice in the press that deserves recoguition bus 
been beard m behalf of a reducnon of these 
tuxes. Here,on the other hind, weare proud 
of the colossal excess of revenue which results 
trom these tuxes, through whict the whole Na- 
tional debt wiil be paid to the last cent witnin a 
few decades. 

* Bisinarck is no very warm friend of the 
United States, but, if be could inspire bis Ger- 
mans with the joyous-beartedness, or, at least, 
the comfurtabie equanimity with which the iti- 
zens of the Lnited States pay taxes uubeard of 
in Eurupe, he would certainly gladly see such 
un Autericunizing of Germany; for then he 
could reach bis aim without trouble: then he 
could make the Empire, as far as its finances 
ure concerned, perfectly independent of the 
good will of the separate States. And he could 
do it without deceiving the peopie as to the ob- 
jects he expected to accomplish with the moypy 
to be collected by means Of the tobacco mondp-

A DANCING-MASTER IN TROUBLE. 
William E. Webster and Elizabeth Henderson 


James E. Martine, Joseph H. Mather, Julia B. 
Martine, and Henry Tifft, to set aside the sale of 
a leasehold interest of Martine’s North Side 
dancing-ball on Chicago avenue, near Clark 
street. In Ottober, 1874, the Catholic Bishop of 
Chicago leased to William E. and Robert G. 
Webster for fifty years the premises known as 
Nos. 272 and 274 East Chicago aventie atdao an- 
nual rental of $200 and all taxes. The land 
was afterward improved by a brick 
building, worth $10,000, and in September, 1875, 
Prof. Martine obtained an assigument of the 
lease for fifteen years, agreeing to put $4,000 
into the property in the way of additions and 
ihprovewents, to assume an ivcumbrance of 
$4,000 on the building, and to pay ail ground- 
rents during the time he had it, and at the end 
of the fifteen years to surrender the property 
free of incumbrance. Martine at once took 
possession, but has only expended $1,500 on the 
property, and in September, 18/6, sold out to 
Joseph H. Mather for $4,500. It is charged that 
this was a fraudulent sale, made to Keep the 
property from Martine’s creditors, and that 
Mather took it subject to ail of complain- 
auts’ rights. Mather subsequeutly conveyed 
his interest to Julia B. Martine, wife of J. E. 
Martine, but tais assigument, it is also cluimed, 
was pot made in good faith. Martine having 
failed to pay the $4.00 mortgage, as be agreed, 
the wortgage was foreclosed in May, i8sv, and 
struck off to Henry Tifft for 34,465. Just prior 
to the sale Martine read a protest to the effect 
that he still had possession uf the premises and 
would pot surrender them, and complainants 
allewe that this was done in collusion with ‘Tutt 
to preveut Competition and to get hold of the 
property at as low a price as possible. 
Abuvut $3,000 of the purcbase money was 
farnished by Martine, aud = the 
transaction was made for 
bene tit. Complainant now charges 
Martine was a trustee- fur him, that he bas 
ubused bis trust, and be asks that ap accounting 
may be hadtrom Martine, and that the fore- 
closure sale may be sct aside as fraudulent and 
void.

A NEW TRUSTEE WANTED. 

A bill was filed yesterday in the Superior 
Court by the City of Chicago against David A. 
Gage, B. M. Carpenter,Jonn De Koven, and John 
Sherman Taylor asking for the appointment of a 
trustee of the David A. Gage estate in place of 
the late George ‘Taylor. The bill sets out 
that on the 27th of December, 873, David A. 
Gage, being a defaulter to the city in the sum of 
$57, 7UB.SY, to secure paymeut of the saine, exe- 
cuted an assignment of all bis property, real 
and personal, to George ‘Taylor, as trustee, tor 
the benefit of the city. It was also provided 
that in case of the death of Taylor, Jonn De 
Koven sbould act as successor in trust. ‘layior 
died in August last, leaving the trust still partly 
unexecuted. There were still thirty acres of 
landin sec. 1, 34, 12 unsold and several suits 
pending over the estate, besides some Cbuses tu 
auction which had not been converted into money. 
An application was atonce made to John De 
Kovet to act as trustee, but that gentieman de- 
clinea to serve. The city. therefore, asks that a 
new trustee way be appvinted to carry out the 
trusts in the original conveyance, and that un- 
til the suit is decided a Receiver may be ap- 
pointed with like powers.

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, Oct. 2.—The State 
Board of Publie Charities today closed its 
quarterly meeting, Which was devoted to ex- 
amining and auditing the reports of the chiar- 
itable institutions under its control. The 
reports for the fiscal year just closed show 
that the expenses of these institutions were 
$558,916.16. Of this amount $656,049.46 was 
for maintenance. The average number of 
inmates in the institutions during the year 
was 3,135, being 29 more than 
for the preceding year, and the per 
capita cost of maintenauce was $209.27—a de- 
crease of S161 fur each inmate compared 
with the previous year.

Double-Flange Ralls. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CHICAGO, Oct. 20.~I have observed our street 
pavements and, street railroads for s long 
period, and cffer you this thought, which I re- 
quest you will give to the people, and to the city 
officers in particular. I had hoped the railroad 
companies would have realized the importance 
of what I now propose, as a matter of profit, 
before this time. I judge the railroad com- 
panics have only a right of wayto lay track 
upon the streets for the use of cars, and the 
same right to pass over the street in a general 
sense that citizens have in common. I believe 
no part of any street has been given up entirely 
for the exclusive use of railroads. When the 
T-rails were rejected and the flange-rail substi- 
tuted, it was not that the street might 
not be any the less useful for 
the passage of other vehicles, thus 
making it possible touse the whole street, the 
same asif rails had not been laid. | propose 
that the rails hereafter iaid shali have a double 
tiunge. the flange of the outside of the rail to be 
of tue same wiuth as the flange now in use. The 
railroad companies wouid, of course, — tbat 
all vehicles shouid be kept off the tracks, iT pos 
sible. This, however, cannot be done, and, as it 
cannot be done, it is of the greatest importance 
that the rails are so formed that teams cas 
easily geton. ln actempting to get between the 
trucks, a failure is often made, and 
track niong on the outside of the rail on the 
blocks, whicb at times are very soft and spoogy 
withwater. The blocking is cut down toa 
of six inehes, frequentiy for} 
cutting away the road and ma 
the lodgement of all sorts of matter. 
result of this is to cut away the support of 
the rails on the outside, leaving the track to 
bend and sway as it may. The weieht tne
